A.— SANITAT^Y  C117CUAISTANCES  OF 
THE  DISTRICT. 

On  page  30  Avill  I)e  found  tlie  statement  prepared  by 
tlie  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  as  set  ont  in  Article  20  (16) 
of  the  Board’s  General  Order,  of  IStli  December,  1910. 
It  gives  a classified  statement  of  premises  visited,  the 
defects  or  nuisance  discovered,  and  the  result  of  action 
taken  in  regard  to  these.  It  Avill  be  observed  that  the 
number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  was 
only  10,  and  most  of  these  were  easily  remedied.  It  is 
a pleasnre  to  record  that  Mr.  A.  Isherwood,  who  has 
been  yonr  Inspector  since  December,  1911,  has  continued 
to  show  interest  in  his  work,  and  energy  in  carrying  ont 
his  duties,  and  the  record  of  his  labours  for  1918  is  one 
with  Avhich  yon  may  lia^m  eTery  reason  to  be  satisfied. 

PoAvers  AA^ere  acqnii-ed  in  1913  providing  for  the  exer- 
cise of  greater  poAA^ers  in  connection  AAnth  the  establish- 
ment and  general  condnct  of  the  folloAving  trades,  viz.  ; 
— Blood  hoilej'  and  blood  drier,  bone  boiler,  fellinongei\ 
tanner,  leather  dresser,  tnlloio  nielter,  fat  melter,  fat 
extractor,  tripe  boiler,  glue  maker,  size  maker,  gut 
scraper,  dealer  in  rags  and  bones,  and  fish  fryer. 

None  of  the  aboAm  trades  may  be  established  in  the 
Borough  AAnth  ont  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  even 
should  such  permission  be  obtained,  are  then  subject  to 
regulations  as  is  provided  by  the  B3'e-laAA"s.  No  premises 
Avere  licensed  during  the  year  under  report. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  reports  to  yon  independ- 
entl}^  under  the  provisions  of  the  Education  (Adminis- 
tratffie  Provisions)  Act.  In  this  Report  it  is  necessary 


for  me  to  refer  to  the  sanitary  eomlitioii  and  water 
sn])]dy,  especially  of  Public  fdemeiilary  Schools,  and  to 
the  qnestion  of  Cdosiire  of  and  Ivxclnsion  from  School. 

All  tl  le  Schools  receive  the  town  water  siij^ply  in  snfli- 
cieiK'y,  and  ai-e  connected  with  the  main  drainage  of  the 
town.  In  these  respects  they  are  satisfactoiy  from  a 
sanitary  point  of  view. 

During  1013  yonr  Council  ado])ted  IModel  l\ye-laws  as  Food, 
to  Dairies  and  Milkshops.  Our  efforts  have  been  directed  Supply, 
towards  ])revouting  contamination  of  the  milk  in  the 
milkstore,  and  during  distrilnition,  l)y  dnst  or  flies. 

Efficient  inspection  renders  it  easy  to  ensure  cleanliness 
of  the  sho]:)  and  of  the  utensils,  and  that  all  milk  recep- 
tacles have  properly  A^entilated  covers.  Boxes,  sacks 
and  other  lumber  are  not  permitted  on  the  floor,  nor  are 
milk  sellers  permitted  to  keep  anything  but  milk,  butter 
and  cream  in  the  milkshops.  So  far  it  is  eas_y  to  safe- 
guard the  milk  after  it  is  introduced  into  the  milkshop 
for  sale.  Much  of  this  milk,  however,  comes  from  cow- 
sheds and  dairies  over  which  we  have  no  control,  and 
which  one  suspects  are  frequently  unsatisfactory.  Only 
concerted  action  between  neighbouring  areas  will  enable 
this  difficulty  to  be  remedied.  xAll  the  cowsheds  in  the 
Borough  are  inspected  every  quarter  by  the  Veterinary 
lnsi)ectorto  the  Coiiiudl,  whose  re])orts  during  1917  as 
to  their  A^entilation,  drainage,  lighting,  water  snppBg 
and  general  cleanliness  have  been  in  the  main  satisfac- 
tory. Instajiices  of  want  of  cleanliness  are  immediately 
and  energetically  dealt  with.  No  action  has  been  taken 
on  the  subject  of  tuberculosis  as  affecting  the  milk 
sup]dy.  Twelve  samples  of  milk  and  one  of  cream  were 
examined  during  the  year  under  the  ]\Iilk  and  Cream

Regulations,  1912,  and  with  one  exception  were  pro- 
nounced genuine  and  free  from  preservative. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  is  specially  qualified  for 
the  inspection  of  meat,  and  regularly  inspects  the  17 
slaughter-houses  during  and  after  slaughtering.  These 
premises  are  licensed  annually,  and  784  visits  have  been 
paid  to  them.  On  four  occasions  a dirty  condition  of 
things  Avas  found  and  immediately  remedied.  They  are 
most  of  them  old  and  naturally  do  not  conform  on  broard 
lines  to  premises  constructed  for  this  purpose  under 
modern  ideas.  The  sanitary  condition  of  premises  Avhere 
foods  are  prepared,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,  chiefly 
eating-houses,  is  generality  satisfactory. 

There  are  29  bake-houses,  one  of  AAdiich  is  specially 
licensed  as  an  underground  bake-house.  These  liaA-e 
been  regularly  inspected.  Their  defects  arise  from  the 
present  state  of  the  larv  affecting  all  bake-houses.  The 
first  difficulty  depends  on  the  definition  of  a retail  bake- 
house. Many  of  these  liaA^e  no  shops  distinct  from  their 
bake-houses,  Avith  the  result  that  customers  coming  in 
to  buy  bread  constantltV  deposit  dirt  of  every  descriptiorr 
orr  the  floor  of  the  office  irr  AAdrich  the  bread  is  baked. 
The  secorrd  difficulty  depends  orr  the  storage  of  fuel, 
especially  drrsty  coal,  irr  the  same  room  as  the  florrr  and 
the  bread,  and  orr  the  AAvarrt  of  properly  covered  metal 
receptacles  for  ashes  arrd  refrrse.  It  is  time  that  the  larv 
affecting  bake-honses  AAxas  thoroughly  revised,  arrd  that 
it  Avas  made  irnpossilrle  for  the  SAveepirrgs  of  the  floor  to 
nrix  at  all  times  Avitlr  the  florrr  irr  the  trorrgh. 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DLUGS  ACTS. 

Twenty-six  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  a list 
of  which  will  l)e  found  in  the  Ins|)ector’s  Summary  on 
page  31.  Four  w^ere  adulterated  and  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  2 cases.  The  taking  of  samples  is  usually 
carried  out  h}"  the  Inspector  himself,  though  in  some 
instances  it  has  been  thought  better  to  send  in  a casual 
passer-by  to  make  the  purchase,  the  Inspector  meanwhile 
waiting  outside  until  the  article  had  1)een  bought,  when 
the  next  step  of  division,  sealing  and  labelling  is  pro- 
ceeded with.

Owing  to  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  labour  to  cany 
out  repairs  to  house  property,  no  housing  inspections 
have  been  made  during  the  year. 

Tmpi-ovements  and  repairs  have  been  carried  out  only 
where  such  have  been  found  necessary  through  conditions 
injurious  to  health. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  coming  within  the  scope 
of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Act  of  1909,  have 
already  come  under  review,  so  that  the  Committee  has 
been  able  to  form  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  new 
liouses  required  to  be  built  for  the  working  classes. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  the  extent  of  the  Government 
Aid  being  known,  the  matter  is  receiving  the  further 
attention  of  the  Town  Council.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 


Tlie  Isolation  Hospital  contains  42  beds,  Laving 
separate  blocks  for  Scarlet  Fever,  DipLtlieria,  Enteric 
Fever,  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  and  cases  of  Mnmps 
from  the  Military  Authorities. 

The  Hospital  is  under  the  charge  of  a qualified  and 
very  competent  Matron,  and  additional  Nurses  are  always 
engaged  when  requisite.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
admission  and  maintenance  of  borough  patients.

Tlie  ^ledical  Officer  of  Health  is  iSiiperintendent  of 
the  Hospital,  and  is  responsible  for  its  administration, 

Medical  attendance  on  the  inmates  is  provided  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In  ordinary  years  the 
accommodation  is  more  than  sufficient  for  the  needs  of 
the  District. 

B.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THF 

DISTRICT. 

Tlie  Pnlilic  Health  Administration  of  the  Borough 
rests  in  the  hands  of  a part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Inspection. 
Health,  wlio  is  also  Medical  Officer  to  the  Education 
Authority,  and  a Avhole-tiine  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 
Associated  with  the  work  of  the  Education  Department 
there  is  a female  Health  Visitor,  whose  services  are 
always  available  for  the  purpose  of  inspection,  and 
domiciliary  visiting,  especially  in  periods  of  epidemic. 

She  is  a full}^  trained  nurse.  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
is  fully  c[ualified  for  all  his  duties.  The  Medical  Officer 
attends  daily  at  the  Public  Health  Office,  Avhere  the 
routine  Avork  of  notifications,  correspondence  and  returns 
is  dealt  Avith  by  him.  It  is  also  the  rule  for  all  com- 
plaints to  be  notified  to  him.  Matters  of  urgenc}^  are 
dealt  with  on  his  instuctions. 

The  Pul)lic  Health  Committee  meets  once  a month, 

AAdien  C[uestions  of  expenditure,  housing,  and  matters 
requiring  the  authority  of  the  To^vn  Council  are  dealt 

Avith. 

All  analyses  under  the  Food  and  Drags  Acts,  and  of  all  Chemical 
samples  of  water,  are  conducted  by  the  Official  Analyst.  Bacterio= 
In  addition  to  a detailed  report  on  each  sample,  he 
presents  the  Council  Avith  a quarterly  report.  Bacterio- 
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Scavenging 


logical  work  is  not  S3’stematically  undertaken,  The 
examination  of  sputum  in  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis 
in  which  no  arrangement  can  be  made  b}^  the  patient  is 
conducted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

C.— THE  INCIDENCE  OF  THE  WAR. 

Work  arising  out  of  the  presence  of  troops  in  the 
Borough  has  continued  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  the 
circular  letters  and  memoranda  issued  by  the  War  Office 
and  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  number  of  troops  billetted  in  the  town  has  varied 
considerably. 

All  duties  in  this  connection  have  been  carried  out  in 
close  co-operation  Avith  the  Militaiy  Authorities,  Avith 
Avhom  the  department  is  alAA^ays  in  touch.  These  invoHe 
the  remoAud  of  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease 
to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  the  subsequent  dis- 
infection of  kits,  beds  and  billets,  the  inspection  of 
billets,  and  the  inter-notification  of  all  cases  of  infectious 
disease  betAA^een  the  military  and  civil  authorities.  In 
addition,  military  patients  and  bedding  for  disinfection 
are  received  from  the  surrounding  districts.  It  AAdll 
readily  be  recognised  that  this  has  involved  considerable 
additional  VA^ork  on  the  part  of  all  the  staff  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  Hospital. 

This  branch  of  the  Public  Health  seiwice,  under  the 
supeiwision  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Harding,  the  Borough  Suiweyor, 
has  also  been  kept  well  occupied,  on  account  of  the 
presence  of  the  military  garrison. 


D.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


During  the  3^ear  under  report,  notiafiable  disease,  as 
iniglit  only  Ije  expected,  has  been  Avell  in  evidence, 
though  considering  the  abnormal  condition  of  things 
not  unusually  so.  These  cases  are  separatelj^  recorded 
in  a special  register.  The  points  to  wliicli  enquiry  is 
directed  in  every  instance  relate  as  to  the  share  of  per- 
sonal infection,  school  attendance,  water  or  milk  supply, 
or  other  food,  in  producing  and  spreading  disease. 


One  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  ^’■ear. 


Enteric 

Fever. 


Twenty-three  cases  occurred.  Of  these  21  were  treated 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the  remainder  at  their  own  Fever, 
homes. 


Eight  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  The  Town  Diptheria. 
Council  permits  a free  supply  of  diphtheria  antitoxin 
for  both  prophylactic  and  curative  purposes  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Sixteen  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received,  the  Erysipelas, 
majority  of  the  cases  being  of  trifling  significance. 


No  cases  occurred  in  this  instance. 


Poliomyelitis. 


These  diseases  were  made  notifiable  by  a General  Measles  &

force  on  the  1st  January,  1916. 


The  Order^  provides  for  the  notification  of  cases  b,y 
parents  as  well  as  medical  practitioners.  Four  hundred 
and  forty  one  cases  were  notified  b}’  a doctor  or  were 
brought  to  notice  either  by  the  parents  or  the  school 
teachers. 
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Tlie  Health  Visitor  inquires  into  those  cases  where  a 
doctor  is  not  in  attendance,  and  satisfies  herself  as  to 
the  nature  of  the  case,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
being  called  in  should  an}’'  doubt  arise. 

The  patients  are  not  allowed  to  return  to  school  unless 
in  possession  of  a certificate  from  the  Health  Department 
as  to  their  fitness  to  do  so. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act  was  574,  chiefly  Measles,  con- 
siderably above  the  average.  Upon  notification,  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  the  removal  of  such  cases  as  cannot 
properly  be  isolated  at  home  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  A 
suitable  ambulance  is  employed.  The  bedding  and 
clothing  in  the  infected  room  are  also  removed  and 
disinfected  in  a AVasliington  Lyons’  Disinfector  on  the 
Hospital  premises.  The  room  is  disinfected  with  formalin 
spray,  and  in  all  cases  advice  is  given  as  to  the  stripping 
of  wall-papers,  and  the  scrubbing  down  of  walls,  ceilings 
and  floors.  All  disinfection  in  cases  of  notifiable  disease 
is  free. 

E.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  1918  were  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  28,  and  of 
other  forms  19.  Every  case  is  recorded  in  a register, 
disinfectants  being  provided  free  of  cost  if  necessary. 
The  control  of  tuberculosis  is,  however,  more  largely  in 
the  hands  of  the  County  Council,  who  have  appointed  a 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  have  also  taken  over  the  Bury 
and  West  Suffolk  Sanatorium  for  the  benefit  of  the 
County  Insurance  Committee

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F.— INVESTIGATION  OF  OTHER  DISEASES. 


The  deaths  in  Tal)le  3 show  that  the  largest  number 
attributable  to  any  one  cause  was  33  dne  to  Organic 
Heart  Disease,  a very  large  inci-ease  on  the  average  for 
the  last  ten  years.  Cancer  a(*connted  for  2G  deaths. 
Bronchitis  caused  15  deaths,  11  of  these -patients  being 
over  C5  years  of  age.  Eneniconia  A^as  responsible  for 
15  deaths,  and  Tuberculosis  in  all  its  forms  for  27 
deaths.  Cases  of  Acute  Ivhemnatism  are  more  frequent 
than  one  AA^onld  wish.  There  ha\"e  been  no  ontbreaks 
of  food-poisoning.  Facilities  for  estimating  the  extent 
of  the  prevalance  of  venereal  diseases  cannot  be 
hoped  for  until  these  are  rendered  notifiable,  nor  is 
it  likely  that  modern  methods  of  control  can  be  applied 
to  them  under  present  conditions. 


G.— MEANS  FOR  PREVENTING  MORTALITY 
IN  CIIILDBIPTH  AND  INEANCY. 

The  administration  of  the  MidAvives’  Act,  1902,  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council.  The 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  is  noAv  in  force.  The 
chief  facts  sIioath  bv  Table  4 as  to  infant  deaths  are  as 
folloAA's  : — There  Avere  21  deaths,  giving  a rate  of  91  per 
1,000  births ; six  AA-ere  dne  to  atrophy,  debilit_y,  or 
marasmus.  My  opinion  of  the  cause  of  death  is  the 
nnsnitable  dieting  of  such  children  aaOio  are  not  breast- 
fed. EnteHtis  caused  no  deaths.  The  disease  has  been 
virtually  absent  from  our  midst.  Pdie  share  borne  by 
flies  in  couA^eying  the  infection  of  this  disease  is  noAV 
Avell  knoAAm,  and  active  efforts  are  apA^ays  made  to  pre- 
A^ent  the  accumulation  of  manure,  refuse,  and  other  filth 
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which  ailorcls  a suitable  breeding  ground  for  flies. 
At  the  same  time  it  is  necessary  to  emphasise  that 
personal  cleanliness  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  the 
care  and  feeding  of  Infants,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the 
homes  in  which  they  five,  are  of  the  greatest  importance, 
as  infective  material  can  be,  and  doubtless  often  is, 
introduced  into  the  food  of  ^mung  children  without  the 
assistance  of  the  house  fly.  In  this  connection  the 
Nurses  of  the  District  Association,  who  attend  a large 
proportion  of  the  births,  do  invaluable  work  by  im- 
parting instruction  as  to  the  care  of  infants  in  the  terms 
of  the  memorandum  circulated  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

THE  NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACTS. 

The  duties  were  taken  over  by  the  Count}-  Authorities 
under  the  “ Count}-  of  West  Suffolk  (Notification  of 
Births)  Order,  1918”  as  and  from  the  1st  March,  1918.

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Visits  are  paid  to  all  cases  Avliere  a Midwife  lias 
attended  and  to  Doctors’  cases  (witli  a few  exceptions) 
after  tlie  Doctor  lias  left  off  attending.  Babies  are 
inspected  and  advice  given  to  Mothers  where  necessary, 
and  the  general  condition  of  the  homes  is  noticed. 
Babies  are  often  brought  to  the  School  Clinic  (which  is 
open  ei^'erv  morning  from  10  to  1)  to  be  weighed,  and 
advice  given  as  to  feeding,  &c. 

Advice  has  been  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
in  mail}"  cases  of  Mal-Nutrition  and  illness  of  Babies. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  School  Nurse  and  Health 
Visitor  has  paid  a total  of  1G4  visits  in  connection  wdth 
this  w^ork  during  the  year,  which  is  eminently  satisfac- 
tory, bearing  in  mind  the  great  demands  on  her  time 
imposed  by  her  duties  as  School  Nurse. 
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EPIDEMIC  INELTJENZA. 

'I'lie  Borough  suffered,  like  the  rest  of  the  country,  from  the 
severe  visitation  of  Influenza  which  appeared  in  the  autumn. 

The  total  deaths  from  this  cause  were  82,  of  which  20  were 
among  troops  in  the  district,  and  14  among  cases  admitted  from 
outside  to  hospitals  in  the  town.

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(3) .  The  epidemic  began  on  October  7tli,  1918,  and  ended, 
for  all  practical  2)nrposes,  abcait  the  middle  of  Deceml)er. 

(4) .  No  pathological  investigations  into  the  natiue  or  means 
of  introduction  of  the  disease  wordd  appear  to  have  been  made. 
The  scarcity  of  doctors  and  nnrses  made  the  task  of  tending  the 
sick  a very  heavy  one,  and,  bnt  for  the  help  of  voluntary  workers, 
would  have  proved  almost  impossil)le  of  fulfilment. 

(5) .  Administrative  action  consisted  in  the  posting  of  leaflets 
giving  advice  as  to  the  best  means  of  avoiding  infection  ; in  the 
control  of  places  of  entertainment ; in  the  provision  of  medical 
comforts,  including  soup  to  the  sick,  distributed  from  a central 
kitchen  by  a devmted  group  of  voluntary  visitors,  who  supplemented 
the  efforts  of  the  District  Nnrses  ; and  in  the  opening  of  special 
wards  in  the  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital  and  the  Northgate  Red 
Cross  Hospital. 

The  organisation  of  most  of  these  measures  was  carried  out  by 
Dr.  Caie,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  who  has 
earned  the  thanks  of  the  entire  community  for  his  energy  and  skill 
in  dealing  with  a very  anxious  situation.

During  the  year  1918  the  number  of  births  occurring 
in  this  town  was  276 — 134  males  and  142  females. 
There  were  54  males  and  40  females  born  in  St.  Mar^^’s 
Parish,  a total  of  94  ; and  in  St.  James’  a total  of  182 — 
80  boys  and  102  girls.  Of  the  gross  total  40  did  not 
belong  to  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  leaving  a nett  number 
assignable  to  the  town  of  236,  showing  a birth-rate  of 
15.09  per  1000.  There  were  69  illegitimate  births 
during  the  year,  35  belonging  to  the  town,  the  remainder 
to  outside  districts. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  was  368 ; 82  of 
these  were  of  cases  coming  from  other  areas,  leaving  a 
nett  total  of  297  for  the  town,  including  11  occurring 
in  other  places  which  were  assignable  to  Bury  St. 
Edmund’s,  and  giving  a death-rate  of  21.28  per  1000  ; 
and  so  for  a second  year  we  have  an  excess  of  deaths 
over  births,  this  time  a much  larger  one,  which  is, 
however,  largely  accounted  for  by  the  heavy  mortality 
which  occurred  from  influenza  during  the  last  quarter 
of  the  year.

Of  children  under  one  year  of  age  there  were  16  infantile 
deaths ; two  of  these  not  l^elonging  to  Bury  St. 
Edmund’s,  we  get  a nett  numher  of  14,  and  an  infantile 
death-rate  of  59.32  per  19(J0  births.  These  14  represent 
4.71  per  cent,  of  the  total  nett  mortality.  The  babies 
died  as  follows  ; — Five  in  St.  iMaiy’s  Parish,  9 in  St. 

James’s,  and  2 non-resident  in  the  Suffolk  General 
Hospital ; 6 were  boys  (one  non-resident)  and  10  girls 
(also  one  non-resident). 

There  were,  110  deaths  of  persons  over  65  years  old.  Senile 
Adding  to  these  4 reported  from  outside,  and  deducting  i'Drtality.

Erysipelas  was  the  cause  of  one  death,  Measles  of  5, 
Septicaemeia  after  childbirth  of  one,  Cerebro  Spinal 
Meningitis  of  1 and  Typhoid  Fever  of  1 (a  non-resident d 
making  a nett  total  of  8 deaths  due  to  notihable  disease, 
and  giving  a Zymotic  death-rate  of  .59.  Two  of  the 
Measles  cases  and  the  Typhoid  died  in  the  Suffolk 
General  Hospital,  one  Measles  and  the  Cerebro  Spinal 
Meringitis  case  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  other 
four  in  private  houses. 

Phthisis  was  responsible  for  a total  of  30  deaths,  5 of 
non-residents,  while  other  tubercular  diseases  brought 
about  11,  5 of  them  non-residents;  so  we  have  a nett 
number  of  31,  representing  a death-rate  of  2.22. 

Under  this  heading  we  have  28  belonging  to  the 
town,  including  one  reported  from  outside  and  one  non- 
resident, a total  of  29.  This  figure  represents  10  per 
cent,  of  the  total  mortality,  and,  combined  Avitli  the 
deaths  from  tubercular  diseases,  21.14  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths. 

Six  deaths  were  recorded  as  being  uncertified  b,y  a 
Medical  practitioner,  with  regard  to  which  inquests 
were  not  held,  causes  being  given  as  follows  : — One 
from  Cerei)ral  Hoemorrhage,  1 from  Senile  Decay,  2 from 
Heart  Failure,  and  2 from  Influenza. 

Nine  Inquests  into  cause  of  death  were  held  during 
1918,  verdicts  being  returned  as  follows  : — 

“ Suicide  by  hanging  while  in  a state  of  temporary 
insanitaiy.” 
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‘ Suicide  by  shooting  himself  with  a gun  whilst  in  a 
state  of  unsound  mind.”
